The GNP revision made the 
economic

fou rth qu arter of 1965, when the 
economy also advanced by 9.4 
per cent. 
The GNP is the total m arket 
value of the nation's goods andj 
services 
and 
the 
broadest] 
measure of the economy. 
The 
Nixon 
administration 
says it w ill be hard to sustain 
the second qu arter growth. The 
department said the GNP from 


April through June rose $30.3 
billion to a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of $1.139 trillion.
